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GROWING CATHOLIC OPINION IN OPPOSITION 
10 RED-BAITING--SEES MENACE 10 LIBERTY

The idea that Catholic opinion 
and Catholic communicants can be 
used with impunity as window- 
dressing for the trampling on civil 
liberties and for union-busting cru- 
sades is getting a rebuff from alert 
Catholic circles. 

Mayor Hague of Jersey City, in 
his zeal to keep the CIO unions 
from exercising their constitutional 
rights in Jersey City, did not hesi- 
tate to make use of certain Catholic 
hierarchs to cloak his un-American, 
un-Constitutional imitations of 
Hitler. 

But his efforts to drag the Cath- 
olic faith into the muck of anti- 
democratic tyranny gets a strong 
editorial rebuke from the leading 
Catholic weekly, American, of Jan- 
vary 29. 

CATHOLIC EDITORIAL 


In an editorial called “Red Bait- 
ing,” this organ of Catholic opinion, 
unmistakably referring to Mayor 
Hague, declares: 

“More unfortunately, a num- 
ber of politicians have influenced 
Catholic groups to join them in a 
hue and cry against the CIO. The 
purpose of these politicians em- 
braces nothing like the welfare

Patriotism, as Dr. Johnson 
sapiently observed, is the last 
refuge of the scoundrel, and it is 
incredible that upright men have 
been led astray by these rhodo- 
montades about the ‘grand old 
flag’ and ‘red-blooded Amer- 
icans.’ But what they are ac- 
tively promoting is the suppres- 
sion of a right which every mi- 


nority and particularly the Cath- 
olics need; the right to speak and 
publish our opinions. 

“Interference with this right 
will return to plague every citi- 
zen, and particularly every Cath- 
olic who, on the plea of fighting 
Communism joins this campaign 
against the Constitution. We 
plead with Catholics who may 
have given this movement their 
support to reconsider their posi- 
tion.” 


RISING OPPOSITION 


And the Catholic weekly, Amer- 
ica, continues: “We must not fight 
Communism by destroying consti- 
tutional guarantees.” Then, start- 
lingly, it céncludes that “this is 
precisely what the Communists 
wish us to do.” 

This statement of Catholic edi- 
torial opinion is very timely and 
indicates that the scheme to seduce 
Catholics into the plans of Ameri- 
can Hitlerism will meet with rising 
opposition. 

The lesson of German Hitlerism 
is not lost on observant circles in 
the Catholic Church. Hitler started 
his career as a professional “red- 
baiter.” Today German Catholics 


are hounded and persecuted by the 
Nazi machine. Catholic priests in 
many cases, cooperate with Ger- 
man Communists to restore free- 
dom of religious worship and free- 
dom of conscience in . 

We are desirous of clarifying 
certain well-worn misconceptions 
which still find expression in the 
editorial of the Catholic weekly, 
America. We deem that enlighten- 
ment of our position, as we have 
always held it, will do much toward 
removing the unnecessary obstacles 
which may hinder what we believe 
to be a prime need of America’s 
defense of her democracy—the co- 
operation of all democratic groups, 
with Catholics and Communists in- 
cluded.

Stricken by Typhus 


IIl- Fed Crews on Nazi Vessels Forbidden to Buy 
Fresh Food When Ashore in Foreign Ports— 
‘Der Deutsche’ Is Quarantined 


(Special te the Daily Worker) 


BERLIN, Feb. 8. — Typhus, dread plague of the 
Middle Ages, has broken out on board German ships, 
striking down numerous ili-fed seamen. The disease is 
practically unknown on shivs of other nations. 

Latest cases of typhus reported were aboard the 
German merchantmen Hansa and Hamburg. Reports are 
that 69 men are down with the disease, with nine still in 
danger. 

The Hapag liner Der Deutsche, formerly the Oceana, 
has been quarantined at a Mediterranean port because of 
the outbreak of typhus among the crew and the stewards. 

The sailors of ships of other nations have not fallen 
prey to the disease because they’can still eat fresh meat, 
butter and vegetables necessary for good health when- 
ever they land in port. 

Seamen on board German ships, however, are for- 
bidden to buy fresh food in non-German ports, where 
they are available at normal prices, because the Nazis 
do not want to “waste” valuable foreign currency on 
such “trifles.”

The strikers’ council immediately accepted the Governor's proposal. 
The steamship agents submitted it to the New York head offices and 
from these came word tantamount to laying a snare for the workers: 
‘ they were to resume work immediately, while the Board haggled over 
the workers’ just demands, at the old wage scale embodied in the 1937 


contract. 


The plan was deemed to be cunning. 


But it was not. It rudely 


transpired the shipowners’ bad faith. Surely, after breaking their re- 


sistance; after having people all 


around resume their trade pursuits 


and think the strike over, it would be very difficult for the workers to 


walk out aga‘n. 


A strike movement like that is not called off and resumed again in 
the brief space of one or two weeks. So the shipowners reasoned that, 
once back on their jobs, the workers would have to submit to the com- 


panies’ terms. 


So far their logic was correct. Evidently they did not credit the 


strike organizers for using their heads, too. The workers, however, did 
use their heads and used them very well, deciding that they were not 
going to play into the shipowners’ hands. They flatly refused to re- 
sume work unless the companies tentatively, at least, agreed to pay the 


new wage scales. 


The result has been a deadlock, with the shipowners threatening 
to wield the big stick and sending a sort of ultimatum to the Governor, 
asserting arrogantly that “they have said their last word.”

And it so happens that, while the A. F. of L. Executive Council, 
that general staff of reaction, right here in the States, is trying to 
“discipline” the C. I. O. and vainly spending its flabbergast in the 
endeavor, the “Federacion Libre” in Puerto Rico, affiliated to the A. F.

DENVER (FP).—Charging that 
Sec. of Agriculture Wallace “has
